Dec. 8 is the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception, and four days later will mark 
the 451st anniversary of the apparitions of 
the Blessed Virgin at Tepeyac, now part 
of Mexico City. A modern basilica in the 
Mexican capital, at the foot of the hill 
where Juan Diego in 1531 encountered 
the Mother of God, enshrines his mantle 
with its miraculous portrait of the Virgin. 


The Dec. 12 feastday of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe commemorates those events 
of four-and-a-half centuries ago. The 
annual diocesan celebration now being 
planned, with the thousands of 
Guadalupanas who always take part, this 
time marks the end of more than a year of 
reflection by the nation’s Hispanic 
bishops on the meaning of Guadalupe, 
especially with regard to evangelization 
and the Church’s witness to the poor. 


THE CELEBRATION will be 
highlighted by the visit of Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate to the United 
States, who will represent Pope John Paul 
II. The archbishop will take part in 
dedication ceremonies the day before 
(Dec. 11) of Guadalupe Plaza, a high-rise 
senior citizens’ residence sponsored by 

the diocese adjacent to Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart Church. 


Sunday’s celebration will begin at 11 
a.m. with the traditional procession from 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church on 
‘Kearney Avenue to the downtown 
Community Concourse plaza. Leading 
the procession will be Archbishop Laghi, 
who will be joined by Bishops Leo T. 
Maher and Gilbert E. Chavez. 


The procession itself will include parish 
and diocesan groups in costume, floats, 
school and mariachi bands. .When it 
arrives at the Community Concourse at 
about 1 p.m., there will be dancing by the

A MASS will begin at 2 p.m. in Golden

A banquet later that evening at the 
Sheraton-Harbor Island will end the 
festivities.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II surprised Church and civil 
authorities Nov. 26 when he ended a 
meeting of the world’s cardinals by 
proclaiming 1983 as a special Holy Year. 


The unusual meeting, called by the 
pope to report to the cardinals and solicit 
their advice on several of the Church’s 
key concerns, was only the second such 
convocation in the modern history of the 
Church. The first, also called by Pope 


John Paul, was held in November 1979. 


THE FOUR-DAY assembly (Nov. 
23-26) gathered at the Vatican 97 of the 
world’s 120 cardinals. 


The pope ended the meeting by 
proclaiming 1983 as a special Holy Year 
of jubilee to celebrate the 1,950th 
anniversary of the year of the 
redemption, when Christ died on the 
cross. 


Normaily Holy Years are celebrated 


“every 25 years. The last one was in 1975. 


A HOLY YEAR ‘is customarily 
marked by special prayers and 
pilgrimages. The pontiff said he hoped

‘“Turn back to God,”’ a voice cried out 
in Fatima, Portugal in 1917. The voice 
was the Blessed Virgin Mary’s, who told 
three poor Portuguese children about 
Russia, war and God’s plan to combat the 
world’s ills. 


A. statue made to commemorate 
Mary’s. several appearances to the 
children has for years been traveling 
around the world. On Dec. 1 through 
Dec. 23 it will be taken to a number of 
local parishes. The custodian of the 
statue, Louis Kaczmarek, has dedicated 
his life to traveling with the statue. Such 
devotion in regard to the Fatima event is 
not unusual. 

FATIMA BEGAN when an angel 
appeared on three separate occasions to 
three young children. Holding a chalice, 
he was bathed in a bright light, the 
children said. 


Then, on May 13, 1917 a woman 
appeared in the sky who told the children 
“‘T am the Lady.’’ She appeared to the 
children on the 13th of each month 
following through September. 


The children’s accounts of the events 
were met with scorn and fear. ‘‘The 
Communists were in Portugal then,’’ said 
Ruth Cerano, a member of the Blue 
Army, a group dedicated to spreading the 
Fatima message and to doing the tasks the 
Blessed Mother requested at Fatima. 

THE CHURCH feared ‘the 
Communist reaction to such a Christian 
event, so there was an attempt to silence 
the two girls and a boy by threatening 
them and imprisoning them for a day, 
Cerano said. 

Mary promised a miracle to come to 
the children on Oct. 13. On that day, in 
front of thousands of onlookers, including

that the extraordinary year would “‘stir 
people’s minds to greater love and 
worship of Christ, the ‘redeemer of man,’ 
and his salvific work.’’ 


A concluding communique, issued by 
the Vatican Press Office on Nov. 26, 
listed the topics of the cardinals’ meeting, 
which included reform of the Vatican 
Curia, the Church’s_ central 
administration; the soon-to-be- 
promulgated new code of canon law; the 
financial situation of the Holy See; and 
activities of the Vatican Congregation for 
the Sacraments and Divine Worship and 
the pontifical commissions of the family 
and on culture. 


Also included in the communique was 
the full text of a report given to the 
cardinals by Papal Secretary of State 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli on relations 
between the Vatican bank and Banco 
Ambrosiano, Italy’s largest private bank 
before it was declared bankrupt earlier 
this year. 


THE VATICAN bank is also called 
the IOR, the Italian abbreviation for its 
formal name, the Institute for the Works 
of Religion. 


The Cardinal Casaroli report on the 
IOR indicated that a three-man team of 
banking experts concluded that the IOR 
had no legal responsibility through its 
“letters of patronage’’ for the collapse of 
Banco Ambrosiano. The report said, 
however, that the banking experts, who 
were appointed by the Vatican in July of 
this year and completed their work in 
early September, felt that their study of 
the entire Ambrosiano affair “‘did not yet 
have a completely conclusive character”’ 
and had suggested cooperation with 
Italian banking authorities for further 
research into the links between the IOR 
and Banco Ambrosiano.

President Reagan’s decision to base the 
MX missile in Wyoming has come as a 
disappointment to Bishop Joseph Hart of 
Cheyenne, who fears that his ‘‘beautiful 
community’’ might become ground-zero 
in a nuclear exchange. 


Bishop Hart, who two weeks earlier 
issued a pastoral letter calling the MX 
‘‘morally indefensible,’’ said after 
Reagan’s Nov. 22 televised address on 
nuclear weapons policy that he hoped 
Congress would defeat the MX basing 
plan. 


BISHOP HART noted that many in 
Wyoming were welcoming the MX 
decision as a boost to the state’s economy. 
But he also said that many in Wyoming 
‘‘might not see the moral aspects of the 
nuclear arms race in general and the MX 
in particular.”’ 

“If someone came in and said 
prostitution was good for the economy, 
would the people really want it?’’ he 
asked rhetorically.

ARRESTED — Italian investigators 
who have for 18 months investigated the 
attempted assassination of Pope John 
Paul II arrested a Bulgarian as an alleged 
accomplice and issued arrest warrants for 


two Turks. The arrested Bulgarian, Segei © 


Ivanov Antonov, is a 35-year-old 
employee of the Balkan Bulgarian 
Airlines, an agency of the Bulgarian 
government. His arrest Nov. 25 in Rome 
was followed two days later by the 
issuance of arrest warrants for Turkish 
citizens Oral Celk and Bechir Selenik. 
Two other Turks, suspected of having 
had a role in the May 13, 1981 attempt on 
the life of the Pope in St. Peter’s Square, 
are currently under arrest. Only one 
person, Mehmet Ali Agca, 24, has been 
convicted on charges of the papal 
shooting. 


NEW BISHOPS — Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate in the U-S., 
announced Nov. 23 three appointments 
made by Pope John Paul II: Auxiliary 
Bishop J. Francis Stafford of Baltimore, 
50, to succeed Bishop Carroll Dozier of 
Memphis; Auxiliary Bishop William B. 
Friend of Alexandria-Shreveport, La., 
51, to succeed Bishop Lawrence Graves 
as the head of that diocese; and Bishop 
Eugene Gerber of Dodge City, Kan., 
transferred to succeed Bishop David 
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Maloney of Wichita, Kan. Bishop Gerber 
was formerly the chancellor for the 
Diocese of Wichita. 


‘‘BESMIRCHED?’’ A 
Nicaraguan leader admitted 
“‘mistakes...have been committed,’’ but 
defended the policies of his country in a 
letter to Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 
The letter, dated Oct. 5 and released 
Nov. 22 at NCCB headquarters in 
Washington, was from Rodrigo Reyes, 
secretary general of Nicaragua’s ruling 
junta. He said the government 
“‘reiterates its firm commitment that all 
Nicaraguans be able freely to exercise 
their rights to freedom of worship and 
religion.’’ He was answering Archbishop 
Roach’s protest of attacks on Church 
workers and institutions which, the 
archbishop said, ‘‘besmirched the image 
of Nicaragua in the international 
community.” 


PLEDGE — Israel had dropped its 
controversial requirement that foreign 
teachers sign a pledge not to support the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, but it 
has incorporated similar conditions in the 
work permits which it gives to foreigners.

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Pro-Life League, Mercy Hosp.: 
‘The mothers save the babies’

HILLCREST — It seems strange at 
first that there might be a need for a pro- 
life counseling office in a Catholic 
hospital. ee 

But the fact that the San Diego Pro-Life 
League has been operating such an office 
at Mercy Hospital for more than a year 
now shows that there’s more to pro-life 
than simply being opposed to abortion, 
and that abortion itself is more than just a 
“*Catholic’’ issue. 


THE SDPLL counseling office at 
Mercy is staffed by a number of 
volunteers, including: Mrs. Bea Weed, a 
licensed clinical social worker, who is 
Jewish; Mrs. Mary Janke, a registered 
nurse and a member of St. Catherine 
Laboure parish, who works part time at 
Mercy in the labor and delivery rooms; 


_ and Mrs. Gerry Miller, a resident of Pine 


Valley, who is a Protestant. 


The center ‘‘supports the troubled 
pregnant woman who wants to’see her 
pregnancy through,’’ said Mrs. Weed. 
*‘We help affirm her decision to have her 
baby.”’ 

‘So much of our culture is anti-life, 
and we are told to desert the person in 
need,’’ said Mrs. Weed. ‘‘We use the 
concept ‘quality of life’ in deciding who 
should live and who should die. I am 


frightened by the realization of how 
fragile in our democratic society is the 
protection of the helpless person. And any 
one of us can be helpless, either in the 
womb or outside.’’ 


MRS. WEED sees a close connection 
between a society’s permissiveness toward 
abortion and the demand for euthanasia. 
“‘When you give people the right to 
destroy each other, how ready we are to 
destroy healthy babies. Then you can 
look at people who have impaired 
faculties in the same light. Our society 
encourages us to destroy rather than 
nourish.”’ 


The Pro-Life League’s counseling 
office has been operating at Mercy 
Hospital since October of last year. It is 
on the “‘D”’ level of Mercy Clinic, and it 
does try to keep, as much as possible, to a 
varied weekday schedule. A staffer is 
always on call, however and it holds a 
regular Friday-afternoon support group. 


‘‘The women we see are mostly young 
and poor. So many of them have been 
told by their doctors or their boyfriends to 
have an abortion. That’s why they need a 
hospital like Mercy. It’s so much better to 
have someone you can trust,’’ said Mrs. 
Janke. 


“WE MAKE things available as 
we can. We see them through their 
pregnancy and even after the baby is born 
for as long as they want. We make our 
homes and ourselves available....’’ 


Having people who are ‘‘emotionally 
supportive’’ is at the very heart of what 
the Pro-Life League counsellors do, said 
Mrs. Weed. ‘‘We don’t save babies, the 


mothers save their babies.”’ 


Women today are under heavy 
pressure to think abortion, noted Mrs. 
Weed. ‘‘The media, social workers,

doctors, parents, boyfriends, are all 
telling them not to have their child. Very 
often women make. their decision in the 
middle of situational depression, which 
even deepens their depression. We are in 
a world that is very unsupportive of -a 
woman having a child. And the same 
holds for couples.’’ 


THE SUPPORT extended by the 
League’s center at Mercy Hospital is 
indicative of ‘‘the many faces of pro-life,”’ 
said Mrs. Weed. ‘‘We’re such a diverse 
group of people.”’

journalists, believers and non-believers, 
the image of the Virgin appeared on a 
tree. 


She was accompanied by a ball of white 
fire that danced and spun in the sky. 
Three times it seemed to plunge toward 
the onlookers, who feared for their lives. 


‘““THE WHOLE message of Fatima is 
reparation and penance,’’ Mrs. Cerano 
said. ‘‘It’s really God that’s asking.”’ 


That’s a message not likely to be widely 
popular in an age when increasingly fewer 
Catholics are going to confession, Mrs. 
Cerano said. 


Another Fatima message was that if 
people did not turn back to God, then 
“‘God would use Russia.as the scourge to 
chastise us,’’» Mrs. Cerano said. ‘‘That 
was when Russia was absolutely nothing”’ 
militarily, she remarked. 


“PEOPLE ARE doing everything 
under the sun except returning to God,” 
the Blue Army member lamented. 


The hope, she said, is that people will 
take seriously the Fatima directive to pray 
the Rosary daily while meditating on the 
sacred mysteries, to attend first Saturday 
Masses (the Blue Army sponsors these in 
San Diego) and to show devotion to 
Mary.

The pope, in his closing address to the 
cardinals on Nov. 26, spoke of Italian- 
Vatican cooperation on the Ambrosiano 
affair and promised that ‘‘the Holy See is 
prepared to take all the steps required for 
an agreement on the part of both sides so 
that the whole truth.can come to light.”’ 

CARDINAL TERENCE Cooke of 
New York said at the end of the meeting 
that the process of the internationalization 
of the Curia started by Pope Paul VI 
would continue, ‘‘so that there can be 
people from all over the world at the 
Vatican to listen and to respond to the 
Church’s concerns.”’ 


The financial report presented to the 
cardinals noted a deficit of $28 million in 


the operation of the Church’s central 
administration for 1981. 


Traditionally, Catholics in the United 
States and West Germany have provided 
the Vatican with its strongest support. 


THE POPE said in his closing address 
that, by comparison with other 
international institutions, the Church 
accomplishes its work ‘‘on what must be 
equated with the widow’s mite,’’ the 
contributions of poor people. 


Since much of the funds come from the 
freewill offerings of the world’s Catholics, 
“‘most careful diligence’’ and “‘thrift’’ are 
needed in the administration of the 
Church’s finances, he said.

Vietnam vets, Central America: 

peace and justice 

‘ Angled walls, somberly jutting from the earth, telling 
the roll of those whose memory is etched forever in the 
hearts of parents, wives, children and friends — that is 
what I saw two weeks ago, when I took a short break from 
the sessions of the U.S. bishops’ meeting in Washington, to 
visit the newly-dedicated monument to servicemen killed 
or missing in Vietnam. 

The new monument is near the Lincoln Memorial, on 
the Mall — just a short walk from where the bishops were 
meeting. Accompanied by Sacred Heart Brother Adrian 
Gaudin, president of the National Assembly of Religious 
Brothers, I took that short walk. 

The impact of experiencing the monument was real. 
Brother Adrian kept reading name after name and 

muttering “*This..is powerful, this is powerful: ”” And, 
indeed, it was. 


For all who lived through the long years of that conflict, 
the scars will never fully heal — whether they were dealt by 
the actual horrors of combat or by television images that 
nightly brought home to us the reality of the pain, the 
bitterness of disillusion, the anguish of lost life. 

At the level of simple human experience — apart from its 
moral and political dimensions — Vietnam has been, and 

‘likely will remain, our national nightmare. For many 
among us it is one that permits no relief: it continues its 
destructive influence, in side-effects of emotional paralysis, 
chemical addiction and chronic unemployment. 


But the inner conflicts tear at us all. 


Without discounting the unspeakable suffering of the 
Vietnamese, the special cruelty of the war for us — as a 
people — was its never-clear character as a noble, prudent 
and necessary cause. It is that which has robbed Vietnam 
casualties and veterans of a sense of purpose in their 
sacrifices, and imposed on them a_ burden their 
predecessors never had to shoulder. 


Although nothing can properly sift the wreckage for 
convincing clues to justify so much anger, grief and 
remorse, at least now the veterans — and all of us — can 
stand silently before those eloquent slabs and begin to put 
our individual and collective pasts to uneasy rest. 


But respect for those who died at our direction must yet 
encompass two major areas of responsibility, beyond 
working for reconciliation in Southeast Asia. First, those 
who served and survived need our government’s attention, 
in the unfinished business of salvaging their lives. Second, 
we owe it to all who served to learn and to heed the lessons 
of this bitter experience. 


At this moment, however, are we not in fact risking a 
similar moral and political debacle, with unimaginable 
personal consequences, by our official policy in Central 
America? 

Can we not use our influence more creatively than 
backing rightist ideologues who play into the hands of their 
counterparts on the left? Assurances by strategists that 
distinctions exist do little to resolve doubts, when the 
memory is still fresh of inflated expectations of our 
involvement in Vietnam. 

Along with the more than 50,000 casualties, our 
innocence and illusions died in Vietnam. 


It is not a naive and timorous public that demands a 
more reasoned and measured policy in Central America, 
but one that wants to be sure that such a terrible price is not 
again exacted for goals that are not plainly respectable and 
clearly in the larger interests of justice and peace.

Marriage a ‘covenant of love’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Christ instituted marriage as a 
sacrament to help husbands and wives ‘‘overcome the attraction 
of sin and to build a covenant of love,’’ Pope John Paul II said. 


The pope spoke to 6,500 people in the Paul VI Audience Hall 
at his weekly general audience. 


Returning to a topic he has discussed during other general 
audiences in past months, Pope John Paul said the explanation of 
the sacramentality of marriage expressed in St. Paul’s letter to 
the Ephesians shows that God intended marriage to be ‘‘a 
communion of persons in which a man and a woman would be 
united in truth and love.”’ 


“‘He has made available to husbands and wives the grace and 
strength which flow from the redemption of the body,’’ Pope 
John Paul said. ‘“Thus they are helped to overcome the attraction 
of sin and to build a covenant of love.’’ 


The pope described marriage as ‘‘an effective sign of the - 


saving action of God”’ and as ‘‘an exhortation for the man and 
woman to participate consciously in the redemption of the 
body...by struggling against concupiscence and sin.’’ 


“Tam in spirit — with mind and heart — near the comee ois 
“my parents, brother and sister, relatives, friends, pcauinintaties 
: and fellow citizens,’’ he said of his native Poland. 


“And i in spirit I embrace all the cemeteries, the battlefields, 
the death camps and all the tombs of my native land, which hold 
within them the ashes of those fallen for the homeland and those 
slaughtered for the just cause,’’ the pope added. 


“I implore for them eternal repose and at the same time, on 


“the tombs of the deceased, I ask you, Our Lady of Jasna Gora,

Ins and Outs

During and since the last campaign a new word has 
appeared in the political lexicon — ‘‘infrastructure.”’ 
How about the Church infrastructure? By this we speak of 
school, convent and church buildings, parish halls, CCD 
centers, etc., which require a drain of money and time on 
the part of parish plant supervisors (usually the pastor). 
That infrastructure has been encountering problems. 


In the post-Vatican II soul-searching, some 
condemnation was made by people who felt that church 


edifices as such were no longer necessary. Ideally we _ 


should build halls, or large rooms which’could be used not 
only on Sunday for Mass, but during the rest of the week 
would serve as meeting places, assembly halls and even as 
ecumenical worship rooms. But now, building problems 
have accelerated. Since the great energy crisis, the cost of 
heating churches during the week through the winter 
months has increased to such a point that pastors have 
devised alternate spaces for weekday liturgical services. 
This has been done by creating small chapels in rectories, 
in designated zones of the larger church, which are 
sectioned off to provide heat only in those areas, at 
savings. 

MEANWHILE, HARSH weather has taken its toll of 
roofs, the new phenomenon of large parish parking lots. 


Moral Perspectives

This is the time to contemplate change — to make or 
remake promises to ourselves, commitments to God, and 
generally more fully with the ‘‘justice and integrity’’ for 
which the Child later gave His life. There is a great deal to 
think about when considering justice and integrity. They 
reach us at the heart of our being. 


We often interpret justice in a way that includes 
punishment. ‘‘Just desserts’’ seem to. fall right into line 
with ‘‘An eye for an eye.’’ But the justice of Yahweh is 
fairness, and a kind of fairness that is usually beyond our 
comprehension. His fairness extends as fully to those we 
consider sinners as to those we call saints and that has 
very deep implications. £ 

SUPERFICIAL CREATURES that we are, and 
incorrigibly self-oriented, it is not easy for us to appreciate 
that to be fair, to be just, towards those who injure us in 
some way, means giving weight to the effect of injury they 
may have suffered or deficiencies beyond their immediate 
control. It means trying to understand rather than to 
condemn, and to resist our remarkable capacity for 
inflicting punishment or wanting to do so. 


Justice, in effect, means living as Jesus the Son given us 
expects us to, with care for each other and acceptance of 
what we are. And justice leads to integrity, the second 
power with which God makes us secure. When we live 
with malice toward none, open-hearted and 


Infrastructure 


The maintenance of parish schools (where they exist) has 
caused great monetary drains. 


It is safe to say that not too many parish school 
buildings have been built since the close of Vatican II. 
This is due to the decreasing number of women Religious 
available to teach. So add to expenses the increasing costs 
of establishing a laity teacher program, and the meager 
funds have declined to such a point that there is little left 
for providing the maintenance of the infrastructure. 


It was fashionable, in the revisionist insights some 
found in Vatican II, to laugh at the older pastors who 
were ‘“‘brick and mortar’? administrators. The 
implication was that such priests were concerned more for 
the buildings than they were for the individual people 
under their care. The present situation, where buildings 
are still necessary, has put a strain on the parish priest 
who does not want to be thought of as a “‘bricks and 
mortar’’ man, but “‘pastoral.’’ Yet each month he has to 
face the problems of meeting payrolls and: providing for 
upkeep of the plant. With maintenance costs going up, 
new items develop. Security systems must be installed. 
New fire prevention rules have been introduced. 


SOME ENTERPRISING clerics have turned these 


War and peace — 


Today there are two principal positions in the Catholic 
Church that are acceptable in light of the Gospel message: 
pacifism and justifiable war. 


Both positions start with the same premise, however: 
that peace is an attainment and an aspiration, and war is 
an evil to be avoided; and human order and solidarity 
argue against the use of violence to resolve conflicts. 


From this premise then emerges two interpretations. 
The pacifist states that the use of force is incompatible 
with the Gospel; the just war advocate argues that some 
evils are_so great that the presumption against violence 
must be overridden: i.e., war ‘‘under certain conditions’’ 
may be justifiable: 


Herein lies the first moral dilemma: How can the 
possession of intercontinental ballistic missiles as well as 
various nuclear weapons be deemed moral if in fact their 
object is thé destruction of extensive areas and whole 
populations? 

Pope Paul VI addressed this fact clearly in 1978: ‘‘The 
question of war and peace...presents itself today in new 
terms.’’ He then went on to quote Vatican II’s Pastoral 
Constitution on the Church in the Modern World. ‘‘...today war 
has at its disposal means which have immeasurably 
magnified its horrors and wickedness.”’ 


A brief overview of this history of the subject will help 
us see why we must see war today ‘‘in new terms.”’ 


Jesus set the pattern that must be normative in all 
conversation about war and peace: e.g., in Mt 5:6, 21-23, 


\ 


38-48 and 26:52: ‘‘...Put your sword back into its place; 
for all who take the sword will perish by the sword.”’ 


This pattern carried over into the first four centuries of 
Christian history: e.g., most Christians would not engage 
in Rome’s military campaigns. 

In this regard St. Justin Martyr wrote ‘‘We...do not 
make war upon our enemies’ (165 A.D.) and St. 
Clement of Alexandria wrote, ‘‘Various peoples incite the 
passions of war...; Christians employ only the Word of 
God, the instrument of peace’’ (220 A.D.). 


With the Emperor Constantine there was an attempt in 
the 300’s to permit legitimate defense of the innocent 
against unjust aggression and thus began the moral 
dilemma between love and violence. 

The barbarian invasions of the 4th and 5th centuries 
made Christians concretely confront this issue; and thus 
led St. Augustine to further detail principles to address 
the issue. 


Augustine taught that peace (as perfection) was not 
possible in this world, even though ‘“The love of enemies 
admits no dispensation...”’ : 


He then enunciated four principles for the conduct of a 
just war: 


e The intention must be to restore peace; 


© War can only be declared by a legitimate 
authority; 


© The conduct of the war must be just; and

compassionate, loving in the name of God, we cannot 
help but accelerate the process of integration of body and 
spirit, because we come more closely akin to the image in 
which we are made, the Holy Child living within us. 


The message of the Child we await does not lose its 
power with time, it rings out as strongly today as it has for 
all the centuries, ‘‘Love one another. Do good to one 
another. Love those who hate you,”’ and like a descant 
there runs, ‘‘Judge no one. Forgive all.’’ 


THERE IS a simplicity to it that only our refusal to see 
beyond our own interest can obscure. The message is 
simple. We are confused. And.so each year the Church in 
its wisdom replays the crucial moment of salvation history 
when God became man and came to live as we do, 
reminding us over and over again that redemption comes 
as through a child. 


The childlike qualities of utter dependence, of 
acknowledgement of need, of the capacity to receive and 
return love, of openness and acceptance and, above all, 
vulnerability. Vulnerability is a wholly Christian virtue. 
Jesus was vulnerable to the point of death. God is 
vulnerable in the utter defenselessness of His love. They 
risk themselves eternally in their love for us. Now is the 
time to start laying our own defenses down in the path of 
the rising eastern star. 


issues over to the parish council, with great, or sometimes 
little,-success. The cost of maintenance of the parish plant 
and provisions for upkeep are not matched by the 
contributions of the faithful, who are faced with similar 
problems in their homes. 


Some municipal communities also facing the battle of 
mounting costs have begun to look longingly at churches 
for financial help and assistance. By American law or 
custom, church buildings are not taxed. Municipalities 
are saying, “‘We need help,’’ and are seeking voluntary 
contributions from the parishes, but also looking at 
possible legislation to tax churches. - 


In both secular and religious worlds it comes down to 
this: the infrastructure was taken for granted. It was 
there; it created few problems. But now, as with our 
roads, reservoirs, and much else, the day of reckoning is 
approaching. Someone has got to meet the costs or cut 
back. The latter is already being done. Reviews are 
underway to ask what is absolutely necessary to provide 
the place and means for the people to express their faith 
and its implications. 

Only now, some things once considered necessities may 
have become luxuries. 


© Monks and clerics may not engage in warfare. 

These norms were synthesized and summarized 
variously over a long period of time until the principles for 
a just war ultimately amounted to seven: 

e The war must be declared by legitimate authority; 

e A real injury must have been suffered; 

e The damage to be caused may not be 
disproportionate to the injury suffered; 

¢ There must be reasonable hope for success; 

e All possible means for a peaceful settlement have 
been exhaused; 

e There is a moral intention in declaring the war; and 


© Only legitimate and moral means can be used in the 
war. 


Augustine’s principles were not always followed. For 
example, bishops often led forces into battle; and the 
crusades were ushered in by Pope Urban II in 1095 with 
the plea Deus vult (God wills it). 


And thus began the ‘‘holy war,’’ often marked by 
extensive atrocities. The Church did attempt to limit and 
narrow the extent of these wars but the fact remains: just 
war principles were ignored when inconvenient. 


> 


In the 13th century St. Thomas Aquinas wrote his 
treatise ‘‘On War’’ in the Summa and offered Principles 
(1), (2), (3) and (6) as mentioned above. This led to a new 
era in war and peace, the ‘‘Renaissance View,”’ the point 
where we will begin next time.

Blessed Virgin to Juan Diego, as the 
“‘shepherds of a people on the march.”’ 


THE BISHOPS noted that their ‘‘joy 
and hope’’ was not without sadness at 
‘the suffering of our people...Walking 
with our people, we come to You, Mother 
of God and our Mother, so that we may 
receive a renewed spirit...to go out and 
proclaim the wonders of God that have 
taken place in our history, that are taking 
place at this time in our lives and that will 
take place in the future.”’ 


In their dialogue with the Virgin of 
Guadalupe, the bishops noted that she, 
too, in her earthly life, was a pilgrim, a 
poor woman,. in the service of the 
Kingdom of God and the poor of this 
world. 


‘At a painful time in our history, God 
gave us a great gift — the portrait of His 
Mother who is also our Mother,”’ says the 
pastoral. ‘‘Her image is the visible sign of 
her loving presence among us. A woman 
with a compassionate face and heart, but 
whose eyes are sad because she is 
conscious of the suffering of her people 
and hears their mourning.”’ 


AS OUR Lady of Guadalupe, the 
Virgin has continued to make that same 
pilgrim journey, with the Hispanic people 
in North America. Said the bishops: 
««..you have shared our sufferings and 
joys, our struggles and fiestas, and all of 
our attempts to bring about the Reign of 
God. You inspire us, You stir us, and 
You continue to walk beside us. You are 
the source of our identity and the unity of 
our people in the Americas.’ 


At the time the pastoral letter was 
issued last summer, Bishop Chavez said it 
was ‘‘only a beginning,’’ something more 
than just a document to be simply read: 
‘Tt calls for thought and reflection...the 
pastoral is meant to take advanatge of the

THE FOCUS of the Guadalupe 
devotion is the ti/ma, a crude, cactus fiber 
cloak worn by Juan Diego and still 
preserved behind the main altar of the 
basilica in Mexico City. It bears an image 
of the Virgin that has not deteriorated 
with time and which bears no 
brushmarks, pigments, or any other sign 
of it being manmade. 


The image itself was first seen when 
Juan Diego presented out-of-season roses 
to the bishop of Mexico, roses he said the 
Virgin told him to pick as proof of his 
‘meeting with her. The flowers were 
carried in his cloak, and when dropped 
onto the floor, the image remained. 


In asking that a ‘‘temple’’ be built on 
the spot, Juan Diego said the Virgin 
promised that there she would ‘‘show and 
give forth all my love, compassion, help 
and defense, because I am your loving 
mother...to all who...call upon me...I will 
hear their lamentations and will remedy 
all theif miseries, pains and sufferings.’ 


ALTHOUGH OUR Lady of 
Guadalupe is ‘patroness of all the 
Americas, her devotion is traditionally 
greatest in Mexico and among Mexican- 
Americans, because her apparitions 
coincided. with the birth of the Mexican 
people, the Mexican nation, and their 
Catholic faith and heritage.

LOS ANGELES (NC) — The cause of 
canonization of Father Junipero Serra has 
reached a milestone, said a Franciscan 
priest working to have the 18th-century 
founder of be gamete missions declared a 
saint. 


The milestone is the acceptance by the 
Vatican Congregation of the Causes of 
Saints of a 620-page summary of Father 
Serra’s life and virtues, said the priest, 
Franciscan Father Noel Moholy, vice- 
postulator of the cause. 


‘SAPPROVAL BY the sacred 
congregation means we now have a 
workable document,’’ he said. ‘‘We can 
proceed from here.”’

MARYKNOLL, N.Y.(NC) — La 
superiora de las Hermanas de Maryknoll 
Sor Melinda Roper declaré al enterarse 
que se llevard a juicio en El Salvador a 
cinco ex-guardias nacionales por el 
asesinato en diciembre de 1980 de cuatro 
misioneras norteamericanas, que 
procurar justicia es imposible a como 
estan las cosas. 


‘‘No importa cual sea el resultado del 
juicio de estos cinco hombres, sostenemos 
que no satisface a la verdad o a la justicia 
porque no se ha investigado como debe 
ser la complicidad de los superiores,’’ dijo 
la religiosa. 


EL QUE se haga justicia en este caso y 
el asesinato un mes después de dos 
asesores norteamericanos en reforma 
agraria es considerado por el Congreso de 
Estados Unidos como vital para la 
observancia de los derechos humanos en 
esa nacién centroamericana, y la 
consiguiente posibilidad de otorgar mds 
ayuda militar al gobierno en su lucha con 
los guerrilleros izquierdistas. 


Durante los tres afios de guerra han 
muerto ademas de los combatientes, unos 
32,000 civiles — hombres, mujeres y 
nifios — cuya muerte los defensores de los 
derechos humanos atribuyen en su 
mayoria a las fuerzas de seguridad y a 
escuadrones paramilitares. 


Coincide en lamentar una falta de 
investigacién de quienes instigaran los 
crimenes el Comité de Abogados pro 
Derechos Humanos, con sede en Nueva 
York, quien dijo que ni las familias ni las 
congregaciones religiosas pudieron 
contratar un abogado que las 
respresentara en el juicio porque los 
consultados declinaron, alegando el riesgo 
para sus vidas pues ‘“‘hay oficiales en las 
fuerzas armadas que no quieren que se 
lleve a juicio a sus miembros en ningun 
caso.’’ Tanto el comité como sor Melinda 
dicen que no es posible una investigacidn 
a no ser que el gobierno de Estados 
Unidos la exiga y apoye totalmente. 


ASESINADAS la noche del 2 de 
diciembre cuando regresaban del 
aeropuerto de San Salvador fueron las 


religiosas de Maryknoll sor Ita Ford y sor 
Maura Clarke, la ursulina Dorothy Kazel 
y la seglar Jean Donovan. Los asesores 
fueron Michel Hammer y David 
Pearlman; murié con ellos Jose Rodolfo 
Viera, jefe del Instituto de 
Tranformacién Agraria. 


WASHINGTON(NC) — Las Abuelas 
de Plaza de Mayo en Argentina buscan a 
114 nifios desaparecidos con sus padres o 
nacidos en el cautiverio, desde el golpe 
militar de 1976, y como consecuencia de 
la ‘‘guerra sucia’’ contra los Montoneros 
y otros grupos izquierdistas. En media 
década han localizado a cinco nifios, dos 
de ellos con ayuda de la arquididcesis de 
Sao Paulo en Brazil. 


Segtin narran la presidenta del grupo 
Maria Isabel Mariani y la vicepresidenta 
Estela Carlotto — ambas tienen nietos
